DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Sep. 18, 2009, the applicants have filed a RCE; canceled 
claims 6 and 7, amended claims 1 , 2 and 5 and furthermore, have added new claim 18. 

2. In a supplemental amendment filed on Oct. 22, 2009, the applicants have amended 
claims 2 and 18. 

3. Claims 1-5 and 8-18 are now pending in the application. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 8-18, renumbered as claims 1-16, are allowed since the applicants 
have amended claims to overcome all rejections and furthermore, due to their 
persuasive arguments regarding support for the value of variable R2 as C8-C16- 
arylalkyl in the specification.
